and I walked for three hours in a 10 acre field on the Cronin farm, Life's Run, 
looking and digging for arrow heads, October 26, 1990. We found about 6 flint 
chips but mo arrow heads. Jo Cronin served us apple pie and hot coffee. We 
"digged" that apple pie! Later that day we toured Millstone Run where Sill 
believes we may have found the Peter Waggoner home site near Fairview across 


Hacker's Creek. 


Corn sheller, walnuts, and grass sod: Joe and Raydine Teicheira, (Raydine, 

our past Sec.—Ilreas.) picked up several bushels of walnuts at their home place in 
Jane Lew. The president transported them to the Bailey Dairy Farm near the 
Morrison Cemetery where Bill Waggoner and Ed Allman and I shelled 3 bushels of 
walnuts which yielded nearly 800 walnuts by noon, using the Bailey corn sheller. 

In the afternoon we planted walnuts spaced about 7' by 8' apart in the Morrison 
Cemetery where John Hacker and his wife are buried. As any farmer can tell us, 

a grave of walnut trees makes a shaded area with good grass sod free of most weeds. 
Let's hope the chipmonks and ground squirrels don't find more than 4 of them.

The men of the 10th WV stayed fairly close to home in 
1862, moving from Webster to Beverly to New Creek to 
Winchester. There, on January lst, 1863, they were at- 
tached to General Robert Huston Milroy's Upper Potomac 
Division, 8th Corps, Middle Department and the District 
of Winchester. 
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Co. D, 15th WV's military itinerary was almost identical 

to that of Co. B's. §0, as I follow John Theodore Schiefer's 
Company assignments, you can figure that Co. D was in the 
same locations. 


The highest ranking officer in the Federal Army from Lewis 
County was Brigadier General Joseph Andrew Jackson Light- 
burn. Born near West Newton, Westmoreland Co, PA, September 
21st, 1824, he was the son of Benjamin Lightburn and Re~- 
becca Fell. The Lightburn family moved to Lewis Co in 1840, 
where they established Lightburn's Mills, a few miles below 
Jackson's Mill. Lightburn and T. J. Jackson, the same age, 
became fast friends, attending such schools as were avail- 
able and taking part in the religious activities of the 
Broad Run Baptist Church. Their careers paralleled closely, 
as Lightburn matriculated at West Point 1842-6, went im- 
mediately into service in the Mexican War 1846-51. He 
married Harriett Ann Whttlesey in 1855; they had 5 children. 


August 4th, 1861, Lightburn was appointed Colonel of the 

4th (West) Virginia Infantry. One year later he assumed 
command of the District of the Kanawha, following the 
withdrawal of General Jacob D. Cox. Early in 1863, Col. 
Lightburn was ordered to Vicksburg, MS, for service with 

the Army of the Tennessee, under Grant. On March 14th, 1863, 
he was promoted to Brigadier General and placed in command 
of the Third Brigade, Blair's Division, Sherman's Corps. 

He later participated in engagements at Jackson, MS, Chicka~ 
mauga, GA, and Sherman's advance on Atlanta. The final 5 
months of the War, General Lightburn led the 2nd WV Inf Vol. 
Following the War, he served in the West Virginia Legig- 
lature 1866-7, was ordained a Baptist Minister in 1869, 
remained in that capacity until his death in 1901. Lewis 
County has rightfully been proud of this distinguished 
servant.

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THE FIRST TWENTY YEARS OF JOHANN MICHAEL BUSCH'S FAMILY 
by Philip E. Bush 

Johann Michael Busch of Daisbach, Germany was the pat- 
riarch of three of the known branches of the Bush family in 
America. From his three older sons; George Adam Bush, Joh- 
ann Ludwig Bush, and Johannes Bush came the families who set- 
tled first in Virginia's South Branch of the Potomac. From 
there their families scattered into western Virginia, now 
West Virginia, into Ohio and on to the west. 

Johann Michael Busch was thirty-six when he and his wife 
Eva Plattner and four of their seven children came to America. 
They arrived in Philadelphia on the ship Hope the 28th of Aug- 
ust 1733. The four who came with their father and mother were 
George Adam, age 13, Johann Ludwig (Lewis), age 11, Maria Mar- 
gareta, age 9, and Johannes (John), age 7. The other children 
were George Michael, age 5, Anna Barbara, deceased, and Joh- 
ann Adam, age six months. 

Copies of the baptism/birth records for each of six of 
the seven children are given haces Using records held by the 
LDS church, Annette K. Burgert in her book Eighteenth Century

Emigrants: The Northern Kraichgau showed us where these re- 


cords were to be found. We were not able to find the birth 
record for George Adam Busch as it was not in the same church 
book as the other children, nor were we able to contact the 
minister of the church in Zuzenhausen where George Adam was 
baptised.

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In the Strassberger-Hinke ship lists? the four children 
are listed along with their father and mother. For reasons 
unknown, two younger children were not brought to America. 
Church book records show that Anna Barbara died at the age of 
two in 1732 in Daisbach. 

In addition to the baptismal records found at Daisbach, 
we obtained copies of Johann Michael Busch's manumission pa- 
pers4 from the Karlsruhe Archives. These are his request for 
permission to leave the Principality where he lived and the 
permission granted by the office of the Elector of the region. 

In 1733 the vast majority of the population still lived 
under a form of serfdom. Those who requested manumission 
usually paid a tax based on their possessions and wealth be- 
fore being allowed to leave. 

From 1733, the year of arrival in America, to 1738 we 
lose contact with the whereabouts of the family. Then we 
find in land records at the Harrisburg, Pa. Archives that Joh- 
ann Michael Busch made application for 500 acres on a branch 
of the Schuyllkill River. This was returned without being war- 
ranted. In 1743 he warranted land? on the Tulpehocken Creek 
in Berk's Co., Pa.. 

At about the same time, (1738-1742) Johann Michael and 
Eva sponsored several baptisms of children of their friends 
and neighbors in the Christ"Little Tulpehocken" Union Church, 
Berk's Co., Pennsylvania.

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Going back through this summary of the early years of 
Johann Michael Busch's family settling in America we find 
several unanswered questions or points of interest. 

1. Why did they come to America with only four of their 
seven children? Three were left back in Germany. One, Anna 
Barbara had died at the age of two in 1732. The other two 
left behind were George Michael age 5 yrs. and Johann Adam 
age 4 mo.. 

2. We fine no records for the years 1733 to 1738 until 
church records show baptismal sponsorship entries. Were 
they indentured out in order to pay for their passage on the 
ship Hope? 

3. How long did the family retain ownership of the land 
on Tulpehocken Creek? Who lived on it after Johann Michael 
Busch's death? Both sons, George Adam and Ludwig(Lewis) 
were married by 1750 and had families of their own. Records 
indicate Lewis was in Hampshire Co., Va. early in the 1750's.

The following six sheets on the Skinner and related families were prepared from 
the 1850,1860, 1870, 1880 censuses for the counties of central West Virginia and the 


marriages recorded for these counties. 


These graphic presentations provide the basic "skeleton"for developing a detailed 
picture of the Skinner and related families. There are many "holes" which I'm hoping that 
individuals related to these lines, or doing research on these families can fill. Receipt of 
missing data will be incorporated into the picture and the presentation reworked, expanded 
where necessary and revised copies made available to the submitters of data and to the 
Hackers Creek Journal. This method of presentation of the family line enables us to show 
visually the overview of the family. If this particulair method of of displaying a family 
facilitates filling the "holes" and completing the family line it will be tried on other 
families. 


Corrections and supplemental material should be sent to William A. Marsh, 100 
Cynthia Street, Rayne, La. 70578. Look over the six family sheets in detail. Are the names 
correct? Do you have names to replace initials? Do you know of missing marriages and 
have dates? What about the years of birth and death. Above all and most important are the 
individuals in the right line and with the right marriages. The use of the same name in 
different lines with closely related ages has presented an identification problem. Can 
anyone tie those segments marked as é and © to one of the various family lines. 
The families were developed from the 1880 Census and the 1900 Census for Lewis County. I 
know there are missing children which needed to be added.

The history of the Skinner family is developed around Walter M. Skinner. He first 
shows up in the central and northern West Virginia in the 1820 Census. No Skinners were 
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listed in the 1810 Census covering Harrison, Monongalia and Randolph Counties. In the 
1820 Census only Walter M. Skinner and William Skinner are listed. Walter M. has a 
family of three sons and one daughter still at home. William Skinner is carried as single 
and in fact was picked up in the Harrison County Marriages which show him marrying 
Elizabeth Dye 5 Oct 1821. The easiest assumption would be that William is a son of Walter 
M. Skinner. In my limited research in the early 1800 area I believe all the Skinners in 
Harrison , Lewis, Braxton,Gilmer and Monongalia Counties were descendents of Walter 
M. Skinner. 


Mrs Maxine Rose in a recent query in the Hackers Creek Journal states that 
Catherine Scott had married an Alexander Skinner and upon his death married Edward 
Posey in 1807. It is possible that Alexander on Sheet 1 was a son of the Alexander Skinner- 
Catherine Scott marriage and maybe others were raised by Edward Posey. This would 
account for the Alexander on Sheet 1 being located in the same specific area of Braxton 
County as Edward Posey.

being built and told of finding some body bones in the 
wake of the bulldocer. John brought the bones home but 
was uneasy with having them in his possession; the next 
day he took them out and threw them back in the dirt to be 
covered again by the bulldozer. 

We discussed the various colors of the arrowheads and 
guessed the origin of the flint used in each. An expert 
in Indian artifacts later told me that it was not uncommon 
to find a large number of chips and heads in one location 
Arrowhead maker were skilled workmen whoa traveled from 
village to village plying their trade in exchange for 
other goods. During the summer while the Indians were on 
Hacker’s Creek, an arrowhead maker probably came to visit. 
John told us that he had moved his family to Jane Lew 
from Harrison County. We questioned him about his 
ancestry and Earl wondered if his lineage might not trace 
back to Charles McIntire, one of the early claimants on 
Simpsons Creek who died in the Revolutionary War. John 
didn't know but was able to give us the names of his 
parents and paternal grandparents. After the gathering, 
Earl spent some time at the Harrison County courthouse and 
the Clarksburg library was able to prove that John, the 
arrowhead king, was, indeed, a descendant of Charles.
